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WILHELM AND HITLER 
« ■THERE is a chilling resemb lance to 
* 
1914 in the current European crisis,'’ 
writes an American commentator. 
“You 
are depressed b y the feeling that you hav e 
gone through 
all this b efore. 
“A powerful, strongly militarized Ger­ 
many, intent on expansion, is faced b y 
nations which cannot tolerate German ex­ 
pansion. 
Germany’s spokesmen talk of 
b eing ‘encircled’ and demand room to liv e. 
Britain and France are determined to stop 
German aggression b y defensiv e alliances. 
“The prob lem was and is; How can a 
growing, 
v igorous, militaristic people ob ­ 
tain w hat it thinks necessary to its national 
existence, and fulfill what it feels to b e its 
natural destiny, without taking what b e­ 
longs to someb ody else, and without upset­ 
ting the European b alance of power and 
disrupting the peace of the world?” 
There is a good deal of truth in this 
statement, b ut the effect left in the read­ 
er’s mind may b e misleading. The picture 
is not complete. 
To keep a sane slant on the present sit­ 
uation, it is well to rememb er how mat­ 
ters really stood in 1914. Conditions were 
not w hat they are now. 
German imperi­ 
alists then while demanding “a place in the 
sun,” already had it. 
Germany possessed 
potentially 
rich colonies in many parts of 
the world. 
She had a great and rapidly 
expanding 
foreign 
trade, 
which 
was 
threatening Britain’s. 
She had riches and 
prestige. 
These were risked and lost b y 
Kaiser Wilhelm and the military and econ­ 
omic imperialists who mislead their people 
in a b old effort to “dominate the world b y 
force.’’ 
Most Germans would prob ab ly b e well 
satisfied to hav e now what they had then. 
And they would b e getting it faster than 
they are, if they had continued to follow 
the calm, sane, legal and humane methods 
used a decade ago b y Stresemann on their 
side and Briand on the French side, instead 
of the harsh, challenging methods of Hitler 
and his crowd. 
Now the German people 
may pay a heav y penalty again for false 
leadership.

AN ACUTE headache is a fairly 
reliab le indication of a toxic state 
of the b ody. It may b e the result of 
mechanical strain, as from the ey es, 
b ut in that case it is not ex actly an 
acute headache, b ut an acute recur­ 
rent headache. 
Eye strain 
head­ 
aches come b ack ov er and ov er 
again, and usually it is easy to re­ 
memb er the strain— long reading or 
study, or sewing, or the mov ies— 
which caused the headache. 
Acute headaches are those that 
occur to a person who is not used to 
headaches, who doesn't understand 
them. Usually they are, as I said, 
toxic, and are to b e regarded as

warnings — warning« to rest and 
take it easy for a few days. Nearly 
all infections—colds, tonsillitis, etc. 
—are ushered in with such a head­ 
ache. That headache is a friend b e­ 
cause it warns you something is go­ 
ing to happen and makes you want 
to lie down, which is the b est treat­ 
ment that could b e applied. 


Different Breed 


Chronic headaches are a different 
b reed and are far more complicated. 
Many different classifications are 
made for them, and the difficulty is 
increased b ecause we do not know 
exactly what the cause of headache 
is. The most likely explanation is 
that there is a stretching of the 
tough connectiv e tissue cov ering of 
the b rain, the meninges. The b rain 
itself can feel no pain. We know 
that increased pressure within the 
skull, thus stretching the meninges, 
will cause headache. 
A 
working 
classification 
for 
chronic headaches is: ( 1) Due to 
organic causes, (2) Reflex, (3) Neu­ 
rosis, (4) Migraine. 
Tumors Very Rare 
Such organic causes as b rain tu ­ 
mor are v ery rare. Sev ere, almost 


intolerab le 
headache, 
continuous 
day and night, coming on suddenly 
b ut gradually increasing in sev erity 
in a person prev iously perfectly 
healthy, should suggest this cause. 
The treatment of b rain tumor today 
is so generally successful that early 
diagnosis is imperativ e. 


Of the reflex headache the larg­ 
est numb er come from eyestrain. 
The strain may come from astigma­ 
tism or some other form of defect in 
shape of the lens or cornea. These 
should easily b e remedied b y proper 
glasses. Some of the most striking, 
sudden and almost miraculous cures 
that the doctor sees may b e ob ­ 
tained in these cases b y the use of 
proper glasses. Butimproperglasses 
themselv es may b e a cause. 
Other Forms 
Other forms of eyestrain come 
from disturb ances of the ocular 
muscle, consisting of squint. 
In 
children this is v ery common, and 
is noticeab le at ab out 18 months. 
Functional disturb ances of the 
ocular muscles that occur in middle 
adult life include hyperphoria, or 
lack of v ertical muscle b alance. The 
diagnosis is suggested b y head­ 
aches, car sickness, nausea when 
mov ing ob jects are encountered, 
“sev enth inning" headaches, shop­ 
per’s headaches—anything that has 
to do with a panorama. Treatment 
is b y remov al of focal infection and 
proper glasses. 
Conv ergence insufficiency causes 
afternoon headaches (after work). 
The eyes tire, b urn and sting and 
print runs together. The symptoms 
can b e produced b y hav ing the pa­ 
tient look at the head of a pin 
b rought to within six inches of the 
eyes for 60 seconds. General tonic 
treatm ent of the b ody is indicated.

AN ACUTE headache is a fairly 
reliable indication of a toxic state 
of the body. It may be the result of 
mechanical strain, as from the eyes, 
bat in that case it is not exactly an 
acute headache, but an acute recur­ 
rent headache. 
Eye strain head­ 
aches come back over and over 
again, and usually it is easy to re­ 
member the strain—long reading or 
study, or sowing, or the movies— 
which caused the headache. 
Acute headaches are those that 
occur to a person who is not used to 
headaches, who doesn’t understand 
them. Usually they are, as I said, 
toxic, and are to be regarded as

The treatment of brain tumor today 
is so generally successful that early 
diagnosis is imperative. 
Of the reflex headache the larg­ 
est number come from eyestrain. 
The strain may come from astigm a­ 
tism or some other form of defect in 
shape of the lens or cornea. These 
should easily be remedied by proper 
glasses. Some of the most striking, 
sudden and almost miraculous cures 
that the doctor sees may be ob­ 
tained in these cases by the use of 
proper glasses. But improper glasses 
themselves may be a cause. 
Other Forms 
Other forms of eyestrain come 
from disturbances of tho ocular 
muscle, consisting of squint. 
In 
children this is very common, and 
is noticeable at about 18 months. 
Functional disturbances of the 
ocular muscles that occur in middle 
adult life include hyperphoria, or 
lack of vertical muscle balance. The 
diagnosis is suggested by head­ 
aches, car sickness, nausea when 
moving objects are encountered, 
"seventh inning" headaches, shop­ 
per’s headaches—anything that has 
to do with a panorama. Treatment 
is by removal of focal infection and 
proper glasses. 
Convergence insufficiency causes 
afternoon headaches (after work). 
The eyes tire, burn and sting and 
print runs together. The symptoms 
can be produced by having the pa­ 
tient look at the head of a pin 
brought to within six inches of the 
eyes for 60 seconds. General tonic 
treatm ent of the body is indicated.
